^ The  Sweated  Industries’  Exhibition  held  at  the  Queen’s  Hall 

in  May,  1906,  aroused  very  great  interest  in  the  question  of 
Sweating. 

At  its  close  there  were  demands  for  an  organization  that 
wojjld  keep  alive  public  disapprobation  of  the  evil,  and  direct  it 
towards  practical  ends. 

This  demand  led  to  the  creation  of  the**  National  Anti- 
I Sweating  League,  whose  aim  it  is  that  a legal  minimum  wage 

I shall  be  paid  to  all  workers  in  the  Sweated  Industries. 

* • The  policy  of  the  Minimum  Wage  was  adopted  by  the  League 

after  a very  careful  consideration  of  all  the  remedies  suggested 
» and  after  a study  of  the  results  secured  by  a similar  policy  in 


Australia.  It  has  since  received  the  endorsement  of  the  great 
conference  on  “ Sweating  and  the  Minimum  Wage  ” held  at 
the  Guildhall  in  October,  1906,  at  which  2,000,000  organized 
workers. were  represented.  ' 

The  League  now  intends  to  do  its  utmost  by  means  of 
distribution  of  literature,  meetings,  exhibitions,  etc.,  to  create 
a strong  public  opinion  on  the  question  of  Sweating,  and 
simultaneously  it  will  initiate  legislation  designed  to  secure  the 
payment  of  a Minimum  Wage. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  ’that  all  those  who  sympathise  with  the 
effort  of  the  League  will  help  by  joining  it  and  inducing  the 
membership  of  friends.
